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IN BERLIN TO-DAY 


6,000 Jews From Many 
Parts 


In Berlin to-day there are more than 6,000 Jews 
from various parts of Europe, who have somehow 
socceeded in surviving the fires of the Hitlerite hell 
iwetes Raymond Arthur Davies, of the Sovier 
News). This figure was given to me in Berlin, 
where L spent nearly a week, together with other 
world press correspondents. The information came 
from Berlin's. Lord Mayor, Dr. Arthur Werner. He 
told.me that the Berlin authorities have established 
a special clerical commission, at present headed by 
ihe Catholic Father Buchholtz, and soon to be 
suppicmented by two assistants, a Protestant pastor 
and a Rabbi. 

And so Jews are once more to be seen in the 
capital of Germany, ] saw them in the streets and 
talked to them on the Frankfurter Allee and the 
Kurfirstendamm in Charlotienburg.: | met them 
near the Alexaader Platz. Tired and starved; they 
nevertheless looked proud and secure. For had, 
they not won the unequal Struggle against 
Hulerism”? It is Hitler who is, or is as good as, dead 
and they who are alive. 

in the Frankfurter Allee [ saw a group of 
refugees painfully dragging themselves along. | 
Among them was a typical Jewish girl. She was | 
year-old Bella Rosmunts. from Vienna. Four 
vears ago She had been driven from her home into 
She spent two years in the Stuthol camp 
and then in Riga. Somehow she managed to sur- 
vive. With her was Jacob Goldenberg, of Cologne, 
who had been released from a death camp just 
belore the Red Army got there. He told me that 
many other Jews. from Oswiecim, in that last group 
of the condemned, saved themselves and are now 
wandering along the German roads in search of a 
home 


slavery. 


Survivors of Concentration Camps 


Most. of the Jews in Berlin are survivors of the 
concentration. camps of Buchenwald, Oranrenburg, 
and Oswiecum. They are people who had tron will- 
power or who had loval friends who were ready to 
isk their own lives to save them : 

in Charlottenburg, off Kurfirstendamm, | spoke | 
Ingebert Grunnert, born. Schoenheit,.. whose 
husband ts a German baker. The Grunnerts told 
me of what they had gone through. To-day thei 
little bakery makes bread for their German neigh- 
bours. In front of the littl bakery a whole crowd 
of people surrounded. us. [here was Antoinette 


Shoenstadt,, who had hidden for. years. Three 
times arrested: by the Gestapo, each time she was 
rescued: by friends. here Was Sophie Oiborius, 
born Hauser. whose mother was Jewish; Elvira 
Espach, whose father. a Hungarian composer, 
Erwin Lindwei, was killed in a concentration camp 
A young lad on a bicycle approached me, intro- 
ducing himself as Hans Rosenthal, He came 
originally from Lichtenberg. His brother was-killed 
iN a concentration camp, as was his uncle, Georg 
Machke.- He showed me the Gestapo noufications 
of their death, dated September 27, 1942. Machke's 
wife and child are in Philadelphia. Hans, then a 
child, survived, having been befriended ‘by a 
German woman, who protected him. _ 

Further down the street a tall man m a grey. suit, 
with the Star of David and a number sewn .on his 
chest, asked if we were Amcericans.. He told me 
that he was Herman Rosenthal, originally irom 
He spent the past years in various concen- 
traiion camps and was finally in Buchenwald, 
whence he and §2 other Jews had been released by 
the Germans just before the Allies came. With 
him in Berlin were Dr. Olga Rosenberg, from 
- Czechoslovakia. and Anna Lefkowitz, from Lodz. 
He told me that all Jews in Berlin are being housed 
in the Jewish Hospital at the corner of Iranische 
Strassé. and Schul Strasse. Here a full list of 
Jewish survivors is being compiled. 

lt was strange to see these Jewish people among 
the ruins of what was Berlin. For Berlin is a living 
hell. Everywhere there are ruins, The whole centre 
of Berlin resembles nothing so much. as some 
ancient.city which archzologisis have unearthed and 
excavated.

DR. WEIZMANN ON 
PALESTINE 


Immigration the Issue 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann, accompanied by Mrs. 
Weizmann, was given a great welcome at the 
wchester on Tuesday evening at a dinner given 
by Sir-Simon Marks, the President of the U.P.A., 


who presided 


Dr. Weizmann said that Palestine had been 
isolated by the war-to a considerable extent from 
the great world. There was a very strict censorship. 
It was harsh, and almost indiscriminate. and it 
naturally rendered Palestine somewhat more intro- 
spective than they were inclined to be here. 

Ihe war had also had a stimulating effect on the 
activiues of the Jewish communities. The Jewish 
community considered itself as an ally, perhaps not 
always a welcome and desirable ally. But they cer- 
tainly thought that they -had to play a part in this 
war and consequently they had mobilised all. theis 
man-power and all their mdustrial power. and had 
harnessed it to the.-war effort. Ihis had had a 
stimulating effect.-on the whole. development. of the 
country, agricultural, industrmal. and cientufic, 
Given more or less favourable circumstances. the 
Jews in Palestine “could great deal: more. than 
many people were prepared to credit them with. 


Children Who Are Part of Palestine 


With regard to the effect on Palestine of. the 
factor of the Jewish tragedy, Dr. Weizmann. said 
he thought one had felt m there to a great extent 
more, because of the great number of people who 
had escaped trom gheittoes. and - slaughterhouses, 
and to some extent less than im any other country. 
He had met children in Palestine who did not know 
what the word * Zionist ” meant Io them there 
was no Zronism, only the. fulfilment of Zionism. 
They were born and bred in the country, and were 


passionatcly devoted to il They were part: ol 
Palestine just as Enelhsh children: were part. of 
England He had left them six vears ago when 


they were.small boys and. girls Now they were 
grown-up people, and to them the Jewish tragedy 
was something which had happened outside ofl 
Palestine of which they got echoe. in the country— 
sometimes very powertul and tefrible echoes 

Now, the children of Palestin: . asked... one 
question: father and grandtather found 
sanctuary here mn Palestine have been able 
to build up an honourable life by the work of then 
hands and head Why cannot the other Jews 
come’ And then they had to explam to them 
thal we are not masters of the situation: that we 
do. not keep keys to the doors: ol Palestine: 1 
the keys are kept by the British. -And then they 
asked, ““ We thought that the. British were ou 
friends? Why-do they keep us:out?” was very 
dificult to-day to answer such questions, and this 
comtributed to great-tension in. the country which 
grew with almost every das

Chater. said that on the windows of the Communist 
Party’s rooms there was painted up “ Vote tor Bill 
Buckhurst " in front of a photo of Stalin, and the 
Fascist sign in front of “ Monty's” photo.

AMERICAN “V.C.” FOR 
SUPERB HEROISM 


Congressional Medal of 
Honour 


For what has been described as “ bravery beyond 
the call of duty,” Lieutenant Raymond Zussman 
US. Army Tank Corps, has beén awarded post. 
humously the Congressional 
Medal Honour, the 
highest American award, and 
the equivalent of the British 
Victoria Cross 

The action which won the 
Medal of Honour took place 
m the Rhone Valley Lt. 
Zussman's' tank had been 
bogeed in a field. He seized 
a carbine and went ahead of 
another tank on foot. direct- 
ing the tank's fire. He per- 
sonally. accounted for 17 
enemy soldiers, captured 32. 
‘ and seized two of their anti- 
tank guns, a flak gun, two’ machine-guns. and two 
trucks 

He saw a booby-trapped road block. sent the tank 
crashing through ahead, followed by half a dozen 
infantrymen. Climbing on top of the tank. he 
directed the driver, pointing out an enemy machine 
gun nest to the gunner, Two rounds from the tank's 
gun ripped up the emplacement Three more 
Germans were dead and cight others decided to 
Surrender. Then he directed the tank's fire on a 
German jeep, and added a couple of shots from 
his carbine. Three more of the enemy were killed 
and seven or eight more captured 


Led the Tank Forward 


Lt. Zussman’'s carbine was empty hile dropped 
Ht, snatched up a tommy-gun and dashed ahead of 
the tank, but enemy fire from a house forced him 
back He took shelter behind the tank kept on 
directing its fire. and bagged 20° more prisoners 
Ihen he hurried towards the house. dodging enemy 
grenades, and sprayed the area with fire from his 
LOMMY -gun Inside and around the house were }1 | 
Germans. who surrendered to him | 

From the. house he ran down a lane. Reaching | 
the road, his tommy-gun blazing. he took anothers

A Deputation on Palestine 
Immigration 

The Board of Deputies held its monthly meeting 
last Sunday, at Woburn House. with the President, 
P:ofessor S. Bropersky (Leeds United), in the 
chair. 

At question-time, Mr. B. Srrauss (Adath 
Yisroel), saying that in the Jewish Press and from 
private sources it was reported that in Belsen or in 
the hospitals near by up to 50 Jewish men. women 
and children were dying daily, asked if they were 
doing anything to stop this? He also asked whether 
the President was aware that the Christian Churches. 
both in this country and on the Continent, were 
successtully trying to bring many thousands of their 
orphans, remnants of Continental Jewry. into the 
Church and what action was being taken? 

Professor Bredetsky replied that they were very 
conscious indeed of all these facts, and were 
taking every possible step in order to have the 
matter of Belsen dealt with. The matter of the 
orphans was receiving the very active attention 
of the Rabbinate, with whom they had very close 
contact in regard to the steps being taken. 

Capi. S. Davis (Trades Advisory Council) asked 
whether any steps had been or would be taken with 
regard to Ramsay's anti-Semitic motion tabled in 
the House of Commons. 

Mr. Gorvon Liverman, J.P. (Dublin United). in 
the course of his reply, deplored the fact that even 
the slightest publicity should be given to this 
monstrous and ludicrous piece of anti-Semitism, 
which had failed to find a seconder. 

They had fully considered it, and they considered 
that the proper and sensible course was to ignore 
the mover, so as not to give him the publicity he 
sought. 

Dr. S. LevenserG (Manchester Central) asked 
wheiher. in view.of the fact that the Executive Com- 
mittee ol the Board was appointed in 1939 as an 
emergency measure, the President would submit to 
the Deputies new terms of reference. and give the 
Board an opportunity to discuss the functions and 
work of the Executive. 

Protessor Brodetsky, in the course of his reply, 
sand that, the war in Europe having ended, it would 
certainly be desirable that at a suitable stage the 
terms ot ¢cterence of the Executive Commitee should 
be considered. This would besi be done by con- 
sideration. in Committee in the first place. 

Mrs. Burnetr Janner, J.P. (Newcastle. Jesmond), 
moved the report of the Education Commutec, and 
said’ she felt very strongly that the Community 
ought to make an effort to set up a central organ- 
sation for Jewish education, which would. have 
within all Jewish religious opinions and all ideas 
of education in the Community. That body, which 
would represent all views, could -be a. central 
‘administrative committee. 

To her mind, there should be some scheme of 
communal taxation payable probably through the 
various Synagogues. 


Central Educational Organisation 


Mrs.. Janner made it clear that it was not the 
intention of the Board to interfere with organisa- 
tions already set up to carry out Jewish education. 

Following a discussion, in which the wisdom of 
selling up another Jewish educational body was 
debated, as was the competence of the Board to do 
so, Mrs. Janner, in reply, while paying tribute to 
the Joint Emergency Committee and saying that 
ihey knew that # represented quite a large propor- 
tron of the Community, maintained that it did not 
represent all; and she thought that it was essential 
that they should aim at obtaiming a central organ- 
isation which, at least, would incorporate all 
rchgious: sections of the Community. 

The report. was carried. 

In the absence of Mr. A. L. Easterman., the report 
of the Palestine Committee was moved by Mr. B. B. 
LitBeRMAN (Cricklewood). The report stated, 
inter alia: 

“ STATEMENT ON IMMIGRATION TO PALESTINE The Com- 
mittec considered and approved for the adoption of the 
Board the annexed statement on immigration to Palestine 
the Commitice unanimously. recommends that the Calonial 
Secretary be asked without delay to receive a deputation 
from the Board with a view of impressing upon . H.M. 
Government the urgency of allowing the survivors of 
European Jewry to immigrate to Palestine.” 

DEPORTATIONS FROM Commitice con- 
sidered a letter from a body calling itself the ‘Ncw Zionist 
Organisation in Exile and Detention.’ and consisting of 
persons deported from Palestine to the Sudan, asking the 
Board to intervene on their behalf to obtain their reicase 
and return to Palestinc.”’ 


In the course of the Statement on Immigration 


to Palestine mentioned in the report, itt was 
declared : 
“The Board of Deputies of British Jews has already 


Stated its views on the future of Palestine in its Statement 
of- Policy, adopted: by the Board on November 19, 1944, 


and communicated to His Maiesty’s Government. . 
“The Board wishes now to state that it views with the 
gtavest concern the. fact that the Jewish survivors of the 


German corcentration camps and Nazi persecution find, in 
their. desperate situation Palestine closed to them The 
remnants of the Jewish people in Europe are in urecnt 
need of a home. and they are. crying out for permission 
to go to their Jewish National Home. es 

Jewish children, some of whom have survived, 
thanks to the help and generosity of Christian guardians, 
arc in danger of. becoming cut off from thei —s and 
rom 


people after vears of forced estrangement things 
Jewish, and there is the most urgent need to bring these 
children back to the: fold and to educate them as 
Jews.

longing for a life free from fear and want. and for an 
existence which would restore to them their sense of 
human dignity, and afford them the opportunity of living 
an unirammelicd Jewish life, as a free peopic. safe from 
oppression, of which they have been victims—as a minority 
—for so many centuries. They desire to be caved nor only 
as individuals, but also as a people with its place in the 
community of nations. Nowhete cise can this be realised 
but in Palestine Even if other gates were open. the 
Jewish desire to go to Palestine in order to be able to live 
there as Jews—after they have suffered so much as Jews— 
would still have been an unanswerable claim upon the 
conscience of mankind 

Palestine was promised to them as a Jewish Nationa! 
Home, and the Palestine Yishuv ix longing to welcome 
them. . . . The White Paper policy. which bars their 
entrance to the Promised Land. is a death sentence to 
those unfortunate brethren of ours. 

We cannot, we dare not, remain silent to their cry 

“We urge upon His Majesty’s Government the im- 


mediate opening of the gates of Palestine to the remnants 
ot Jewry.” 


Only recently, said Mr, Lieberman, who had 
Stressed how many thousands of Nazi-persecuted 
Jews were waiting for their help, 3,000 certificates 
for Palestine were offered to the Jewish Agency, 
and he thought the Deputies should realise that it 
was the feeling of every Jew that this method of 
approach by H.M. Government to this tragic 
problem was one in which the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
mumity could not acquiesce. At least 1.000.000 Jews 
were Clamouring for admission to Palestine. 

Councillor A. Moss (North Salford) questioned 
whether the action which the Committee proposed 
to take went far enough He thought that the 
deputation led by the President ought to include 
every prominent Zionist within the Anglo-Jewish 
Community. It might be possible, he added, to 
have coincidental action taken on similar lines by 
prominent Jewish organisations in the Untied Siates, 
who would arfange a deputation to the President 
of that country. 


Reference Back Moved 


Mr. F. M..Lanpau (United Synagogive) moved the 
reference Back of the paragraph because, he said. 
it rather implied that the British Government would 
be. justified in extending its hand on humanitarian 
grounds, He -wanted the Board to go io the 
British Government with the unshakable view that 
the White Paper must go -because the British 
Government was bound by Hs provisions 

Mr. i BAKSTANSKY (I odzer), said he was not in 
favour. of Councillor Moss's proposal to trv to 
create a jomi deputation During the interval he 
and some of his friends had met, and he suggested 
the followimg amendment, which the mover and 
seconder of the reference-back had accemed 

They suggested that the heading of the paragraph 
should be amended to read “ Immigration § to 
Palestine,” and that the first sentence should be 
deleted, and the resolution of the Committee read: 

“In furtherance of the Board's policy on Palestine. as 
adopted on November the 
unanimously recommends that H.M. Government be asked 
without delay to receive a deputation trom the Board with 
a view to impressing upon H.M. Government the urecncy 
of the immediate. abrogation of the White. Paper of May 
1939, and of allowing the survivors of European Jewry to 
immiarate to Palestine.” 

Mr. A. ApraHaMs (Pontypridd), afier asking 
whether Prof. Brodetsky ought not to have lunch 
with Mr. Bakstansky at future mectings, said that it 
was possible that the Government would give them a 
number of certificates wiile still giving them the 
White Paper. They could proceed in the ordinary 
way for therr dentand tor Jewish immigra- 
tion. into Palestine as.a humanitarian. measure, but 
in their political work, he siressed, they must not 
at this moment associate Zionism with a demand 
for immigration quotas which meant immigration 

Mr. Landau intimated that. he would. withdraw 
his amendment, and so would. his -seconder, Mr. 
Israel Cohen, in. favour of Mr, Bakstansky s. 

Mr. Israet Conen (Golders Green) maimiained 
that the statement ought to demand ihe abrogation 
of .the White Paper. 

The President suggested it would not be politic 
to pass the resolution with the inclusion of. the 
words in regard to the White Paper. 

After further discussion, Mr. Bakstansky said 
ihey could not remain deaf to the strong appeal 
which the President had miaile. He. theretore 
thought that they should accept the suggestion made 
by Councillor Moss that (a) they agreed that they 
wanted a deputation to the Government, and fb) 
that they were agreed as to the purpose of the 


-deputation, but all that they left to the Palestine 


Commitiee to decide together with the President 
was whether those particular words should or should 
not go- in, it would be unfortunate to have a 
division.

The appeal described how hundreds of them were 
arrested by the Palestine Police on suspicion alone, 
were given no reason to! their arrest, and were, 
many .of them, detained unlawfully for long even 
after the 12 nvonths’ limit allowed undes the Emer- 
gency Regulations. Many of their families had been 
left destitute. The signatories of the letter asked 
the Deputies to: use their influence to get the 
detainees’ case put before the authorrties and the 
public in Britain.

Great Gallantry in Action 


The Military Cross has been awarded to T/Capt. 


- David Solomon Barnett, Royal Marine Com o. 


The citation accompanying the award states: 

“ Capt. Barnett, command- ex. 
ing the left forward troop in 
an attack, had an extremely ~~” 
hazardous task, the 
advance was made across the 
front of two enemy company 
localities on the west of the 
River Reno, under heavy 
Spandau fire. So successfully 
did he personally lead the 
Troop that they were able to 
infiltrate past the leading 
locality, and, led by Capt. 
Barnett, charged a rear loca- 
lity. Capt. Barnett’s personal ag 
example to his men was 5:0 ee 
great that they had soon cleared the locality and 
were In a position to give covering fire to the troop 
doing the assault crossing of the River Reno. Mov- 
ing among his men under heavy fire, he personally 
directed their fire and was able to silence two enemy 
guns fying at the tracked vehicles which he had 
spotted. 

_ Later Capt. Barnett again inspired his men by 
his complete calm and disregard for fire during the 
assault-boat crossing, under fire, of the River Reno. 
@nce across he led his troop, firing from the hip 
across 400 yards of open ground on to the enemy 
company {ocality. At least 100 prisoners were 
taken by his troop. 

“ He then led his troop on to the next objective 
to the south, and when they had several casualties 
im a minefield he went forward himself to clear a 
gap and to rescue men who had become casualties. 
While prodding he set off a mine and sustained 
several injuries to himself, losing several fingers, his 
leg broken in several places, and shrapnel wounds 
in his stomach and chest. Still conscious, he gave 
instructions for the clearance of the minefield. and 
the attack on the next locality; and would not. be 
evacuated until he had seen the troop on its way. 
His consistent calmness, courage, and skill contri- 
buted very largely to the initial success of the 
operation, while his example to his men was an 
mspiration to them.” 

This was the second time Capt. Barnett had been 
wounded, and this is also his second award. es he 
has previously been mentioned in dispatches for 
distinguished service. He fought against the 
Germans as a British officer attached to Marshal 
Ino’e forces in Yugoslavia for nearly 18 months. 

In the-course of a letter, the Captain's Brigadier 
tells his parents that they “‘ have every right to be 
proud of him, as he is a very brave and gallant 
man. He has done a magnificent job of work, and 
I am indeed grateful to him,” 

Capt. Barnett, who is the only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis B.. Barnett, Hotel Stuart, Richmond. 
Surrey, is Only 21, having joined up at 16. He was 
educated at Peterborough Lodge, Hampstead, and 
Wygesstone, Leicester, playing football and cricket 
in the first teams of both schools. His father is a

(Elections and Meeting) Act, 1943, and Section 3 of 
the Represeniation of the People Act, 1945, apply 
to members of the Forces, seamen, and war workers 
who, but for the war, would have been residing in 
the United Kingdom. I am advised, however. that 
members of the Palestine Police Force do not come 
within these provisions. 

Mr. Kirby also asked whether wartime members 
of the Palestine police would be treated the same 
as men in the Armed Forces im regard to 
demobilisation. 

Colonel Stanley: No, Sir. The discharge of 


‘members of the Palestine Police Force is governed 


by the terms of their contract and the Regulations 
of the Government of Palestine. 


CZECH JEWISH CHAPLAIN’S 
DISTINCTION 


High Decoration Awarded 


The Jewish Chaplain with the Czechoslovak 
Forces, Lt. Dr. H. Rebenwurzel. has been awarded 
the high Czechoslovak military: decoration, the 
Czechoslovak War. Cross. The citation runs as 
follows : 
“Lt. Dr, Rebenwurzel, as Chaplain of the 
Forces, has proved his extraordinary: efficiency and 
self-sacrifice in his duties, and very often he visited 
the most forward positions despite heavy shelling 
by the enemy. By his behaviour he contributed 
particularly to the upkeep of the fighting spirit of 
the units.” 
Lt. Rebenwurzel. was with the Czechoslovak 
Forces on the Western Front in the siege of Dun- 
kirk, and he recently arrived in Czechoslovakia. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Under Which King? 


ANY and varied have been the lessons drawn 
and the homiletical interpretations placed 
upon Moses’ act of disobedience at Meribat- 
Kadesh, when, disregarding the Lord's direction, he 
lifted up his hand and twice smote the rock with 
his rod. In a sense, of course, his action was the 
kind of misdeed to which his character, richly 
defined in the pages of the Pentateuch, was 
pecuharly prone. © aes the same hot, human spirit, 
SO attractive, so capable of gaiming the respect, 
admiration, and love of his fellow men, which had 
flared up years previously when he came across an 
Egyptian cruelly bullying an Israelite slave, In 
human eyes it might almosi be called one of the 
imperfections of his greatness, for when has there 
been a man of towering personality capable of com- 
manding the trust and winning the hearts of a 
nation—and moreover worthy to do so—who has 
revealed an invariable cool and calculating restraint, 
the trait which. marks the “ always-count-the-cost ”’ 
type of person? Yet the profound and eternal 
truth of the Torah teaches us that these lovable 
blemishes are blemishes none the less, and faults 
for which. our Heavenly Father will demand an 
account. 

It is, unquestionably, the superb and distinctive 
quality of the Torah, which is Judaism, that it 
teaches us. truth in perspective. It gives us, as it 
were, a. solid and three-dimensional view of great 
moral issues, even though the comprehension is 
more difficult and less.immediately appealing than 
in the simple, flat version, whereby a popular system 
would seem directly to dispose of the problem. 
Here we have, in the story of Moses’ disobedience, 
a clear example of this. [he circumstances of 
Moses’ transgression all point to the fact that it 
was a momentary fit of temper, a sudden lapse into 
contempt for the masses—many who have striven 
to serve the public know the fecling so well—such 
as might easily occur after weeks of anxiety during 
recent days on the march, coming as they did on top 
of wearying years in the wilderness. In a hasty 
moment it may well have occurred to Moses that 
this generation of Israelites were scarcely less 
rebellious, less stupidly grumbling and discentenied 
than the assembly of siaves, their fathers, whom, 
under Gawod'’s care, he had Jed out of Egypt, and 
many of whom had been yearning to accept again 
the shackles of Egypt for the sake of a little security 
and a full beily.. Yet the punishment for this sudden 
act of temper was heavy indeed—especially at the 
lume of Hs imposition. Never to enter the land 
which the Lord had given to His people, never to 
know the great achievement to which a whole life 
of care and labour- and suffering had been 
passionately devoted—this seems to us a very hcavy 
penalty for a momentary lapse. But there were 
other balances ‘in which the act had to be weighed, 
quite apart from any estimate of the personal moral 
attitude of the perpetrator. There had been opened 
up a tremendous public issue, an. issue concerning 
not merely the man Moses and his relations with 
his God, not only the hundreds of thousands of 
human beings whom Moses was leading, but an 
issué which was to decide a principle operating 
eternally for all Israel’ and for humanity as a 
whole. 


ye is to be the ultimate acknowledged 

authority over man? Is it to be men them- 
selves, some perfect. contrivance of political checks 
and balances which shail provide a complete saie- 
guard and assure a full expression of democracy? 
Can man be sufficient unto himself and therefore 
men. sufficient" for themselves? How far. has this 
in fact ever. been achieved? The teaching of history 
is that the focal centre of authority nvrust always 
sway, in a kind of rhythmic dialectic, between 
leaders with more and with less actual power. But 
the only solution to this uphappy process whereby 
man exchanges tyranny of one sort tor another was 
shaped Out at that spot where the bitter waitcrs 
flowed, where men were shown that the enthrone- 
ment of God's rule, af God's law as the ultimate 
authority is the only security for Man against the 
folly of the hearts of men or against the absolute 
corrupuon of absolute power. 

In a speech of less than a dozen words Moses 
revealed. the first approach to those lines of thought 
whereby mankind have again and again been led 
io perdition.. “ Hear now, ye rebels, are we to 
bring you forth water out of this rock?” And 
having in his anger assumed the ultimate aithority 
for himself, he proceeds to undefline his words by 
deeds,. by a public and flagrant act of. disobedience 
of God's command... Oh yes, the water flowed all 
right! . It usually does on such occasions.. And 
when the transgressor is not a greaj man hike Moses 
but just a cheap little dictator or a plausible dema- 


gogue, he does not fail to publicise. the success ol - 


his efforts, whether it happens to be providing water 
for the thirsty or work for the unemployed. But 
on such terms there could be no possibility of the 
fulfilment of the Lord’s covenant with His people, 
through whom all humanity was to be blessed. 
* Are we to bring you forth water?” The arroga- 
tion to himself of ultimate authority was clear. The 
lips that had uttered these words, albeit hastily, 
albeit in circumstances more gruelling than human 
strength of spirit could bear with serenity, could not 
cross over into that land which Was and is and 
always will be the crystallisation of God’s eternal 
and special relationship with His people. They 
were words whose weight was enormous because 
they came from a spiritual giant. The same thoughts 
chattered by a mhagpie might scarcely earn him the 
loss of a feather. All the same; let us not forget 
that the weight of many feathers mounts up, and the 
weight of the words of an army of magpies may 
begin to be an item in the chorus of God's creatures. 


E would all do well to ponder this great, 
massive, three-dimensional truth revealed by 
ihe tremendous incident in the life of Moses; to 


ponder it especially when we are confronted with 


words of: disregard for the Torah amongst those 
who would lead or be led to our land sworn unto 


us by God. The lesson of Meribah, of the “ waters 
of strife " as that name imphies, is grimly apposite . 


for us at this hour. 


By an error, some words spoken by Mr. William

MIZRACHI CONFERENCE 
A Plea to the Jewish Agency 


At the conference of the Mizrachi Organisation 
of Great Britain and Ireland held last Sunday a: 
Bloomsbury House, plans were formulated for its 
future educational and political work. Much of 
the discussion fanged round the eflorts that must 
be made to bring into the ranks of the movement 
those many Jews who were in sympathy with their 
aims but still remained outside. Emphasis was 
also laid on the very great part religious Zionism 
could play—and had already played in America— 
in the political sphere. 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen presided at the opening 
session. The purpose of the conference, he said. 
was to link together all their organisations and 
societies—hitherto joined only in the Mizrachi 
Federation, which included also the Women’s 
Mizrachi, the Torah Va'Avodah, Bachad, and 
Bnei Akiva. 

The morning session was taken up with an in- 
formal exchange cf views and free criticism. 


Reports were submitted on behalf of societies 


in Dublin. Glasgow, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester. 


Bayswater, and Paddington, Edgware, Hendon. 
North London, Palmers Green, Hampstead, Wilies- 
den, and the Ladies’ Mizrachi. It was said that 
in some districts in London opposition was en-

“REFUGEE ZIONISTS ” 


Were Certificates Wasted On 
Them ? 


A vexing problem which appears to be looming 
> on the Yishuy horizon, though now it is only “a 
cloud no larger than a man’s hand,” is the emigra- 
tion of fairly substantial numbers of people here 
(our Jerusalem correspondent cables), whose place 
of origin was war-time Europe and who have been 
marking time, as it were, until they could either 
return to their former domiciles now freed of the 
Nazis or proceed farther afield, which in most 
cases means that land of golden opportunity and 
platinum-iniaid pavements, America. 

Sixty people are just reported to have reccived 
visas to enter the United States, but fairly reliable 
forecasts of the total of eventual departures range 
up to some thousands. These mainly comprise 
Jews from Rumania, who came here with large 
amounts of foreign currency or had funds abroad, 
and from Czechoslovakia, by whose Government- 
in-exile many were maintained while living here and 
who certainly, if one looks at it fairly, have no 
grudge against the Czechoslovak Government to 
militate against their return. 


The Unusual Position of Eretz 


Ordinarily the departure from a country of refuge 
of people m such categories arouses satisfaction 
rather than disappointment for reasons it is not 
necessary to claborate. But Eretz Yisrael cannot be 
regarded by the Yishuv as among the category of 
countries of refuge, since every Jewish newcomer 
arriving and settling here adds that much more to 
ihe sum total of our nationhood. True, one’s first 
impulse upon hearing about the migration-of these 
restless folk who came to Palestine through com- 
pulsion rather than conviction is that it will be a 
good riddance, since they have been unable to 
strike roots or to adjust themselves constructively 
into the Yishuv’s national milieu and economy. 
Something must be wrong with these stranded 
people rather than with the country, if they are so 
anxious to leave, you feel. 

But on examining the position further you come 
up against a much. more fundamental difficulty: was 
it. necessary that valuable immigration certificates 
from the limited number available under the White 
Paper quota should be allocated to people who 
pretended an ardent nationalism in order to save 
their skins? The mere fact of their wanting to 


save their skins, of course, is not reprehensibic, but © 


in. the peculiar circumstances in which the Jewish 
people are placed to-day, with hundreds of 
thousands clamouring to enter Palestine and only 
ithe smallest number of permits available, the 
methods which some of these transient visitors used 
in order to pose as real Zionists are most 
objectionable. 

But whatever feelings may be aroused about them,

Palestine Rabbis Appeal for their 
Return 


An appeal to the nations of the world and their 
leaders to return to the Jewish people the children 
and orphans now kept in monasteries, convents, and 
other non-Jewish institutions throughout Europe 
was voiced in Tel-Aviv recently at a conference of 
Rabbis from all over Palestine. The two Chief 
Rabbis, the heads of the Palestine Yeshivot, and 
famous Chassidic Rabbis were among the 500 parti- 
cipants in the conference. 

It was decided to found Yeshivot in all the towns 
and villages of Palestine to spread the teachings of 
Judaism “in the spirit of our fathers.” A special 
fund is to be established for this purpose. 


JEW APPOINTED SOLICITOR- 
GENERAL . 


The first Jew ever to act as Solicitor-General of 
Palestine (our Jerusalem correspondent. cables) has 
been appointed, from June 15, to hold that post 
until further notice. He is Mr. Henry Eh Baker, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Baker, of 2, Cleve 
Road, West Hampstead, London, N.W. Mr. Henry 
Baker was born in Glasgow in 1908, qualified in 
London as a solicitor, and came to Palestine in 
1933.

JERUSALEM MAYORALTY

Jerusalem, which lasted throughout. a whole. day 
until the small hours of the next morning, paved 
the way fot a partial solution of the current crisis 
in the Executive by acceding to the demands of 
the religious groups. An amendment to the resolu- 
tion on Sabbath observance was adopted, which 
explained that “transport of persons and goods is 
included in the definition of work and trade,”

PROF. LASKI’S CRITICISMS 
Sacrificing Jews to Appeasement of Arabs 


A strongly worded article by Prof Harold Laski 
Chairman of the Labour Party Executive. has been 
published in the American Press, in which he makes 
the charge that the British Government, to appease 
the Arabs. faciitiated the presence ot Arab dclega- 
tions at San Francisco, but excluded Jewish repre- 
sentation there.

ON Tuesday the Zionist leader, Dr. WEIZMANN, gave his 
first public speech of any importance since he was laid 
aside by illness. It will be the general hope that this 
signifies his complete recovery, for although his political 
views and policies throughout his very brilliant career have 
frequently been severely—and as time has often proved, 
only too rightly—challenged by his fellow-Zionists, no mar 
of judgment or of public experience can deny his outstand- 
ing stature amongst contemporaries, nor fail to acclaim his 
exceptional share of that most precious yet most mysterious 
of human qualities—personality. 

Dr. WEIZMANN signalised his reappearance on a public 
platform by at least one declaration which cannot but evoke 
widespread interest, and very likely controversy. He 
announced that he was personally quite prepared to accept 
the position as laid down in the famous, or rather infamous, 
Memorandum ‘of 1922. The overriding clause in that 
wretched document—the document which in fact paved the 
way to endless troubles in Palestine -and therefore indi- 
rectly to Hiti_er’s death-ovens for four million Jewish 
victims—was, said Dr. WEIZMANN, permission for Jewish 
immigration into Palestine up to the economic absorptive 
capacity of the country. Given this, he expressed the con- 
fident opinion on Tuesday night that a Jewish State in 
Palestine would emerge in from threerto five years. He did 
not, needless to say, enter into details over the dinner- 
table. On the other hand, though his suggestion was given 


out as‘a personal one, it can scarcely be supposed that he ° 


uttered it without at least some prior consultation with his 
principal colleagues. There is, however, nothing really new 
in it, the only new factors in the Zionist position being the 
sombre and portentous events that have tragically worsened 
the Jewish situation, the imperative need for an immediate 
home for the survivors of HITLER’sS massacres, and the 
suspense and uncertainty arising from past and present 
British policies. These uncertainties have worsened inevit- 


ably the relationship between the movement and the British . 


Government, creating an “ aberration” which the Zionist 
leader, we hope with something more substantial than wish- 
ful thought, described as only temporary. It is very necessary 
in the exasting tense conditions to examine Dr. WEIZMANN’'S 
proposal objectively and without emotion. He attaches to 
it one condition—that acceptance of immigration up to 
the economic absorptive capacity of Palestine must carry 
with it the right’ freely to develop that capacity. Clearly, 
this is indispensable, for in its absence the settlement of a 
large number of immigrants would” be severely handi- 
capped, and the success of the plan’ correspondingly 
jeopardised. | 

It is, however, necessary to enter a solemn caveat con- 


cerning the actual terms, not free, one supposes, from post- 


prandial hyperbole, in which he rhetorically declared that 
he was prepared to swallow the whole of the = 1922 
Memorandum on the strength of the single clause permitting 
Jewish immigration up to economic absorptive capacity. It 
would be, of course, quite impossible. to reconcile the 
general determination of Zionists everywhere to re-establish 
a Jewish State in the classical boundaries. of Jewish 
Palestine, as Jewish as. England ts English, with that tn- 
famous document of 1922 which time: has proved so con- 
clusively to have been one of the major political disasters 
of the Jewish people. It is utterly impossible to reconcile 
acceptance of the 1922 Memorandum with even the most 
sophistically watered-down interpretation of the Biltmore 
Programme. We must not forget that the 1922’ document 
placed the Jewish fate in Palestine entirely in the hands of 
the Arabs, and in its various cunning phrases vitiated 
completely, as subsequent events -proved, whatever of 
value could be derived from the “absorptive capacity ” 


clause. We are certain that Dr. WEIZMANN had no thought 


in his mind when he used the words he did at Grosvenor 
House on Tuesday of suggesting that the document which 
came to be known as the Churchill Denunciation of the 
Balfour Declaration should. be. accepted to-day—after 
oceans of Jewish blood have gushed forth in proof of the 
rightness of the Zionist idea and of the ghastly conse- 
quences of its frustration. We hope, therefore, -that Dr. 
WEIZMANN will take an early opportunity of makimg it 
abundantly clear that his phraseology was intended merely 
to accept the proposal that Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine should be limited on/y by the economic absorptive 
capacity of the country under fair and favourable condi- 
tions; for not even a single Zionist to-day worthy of the 
name would accept the objectionable clauses of that tragic 
political misdeed of 1922. | | 
Subject to this very necessary caution, it may be sai 

with some satisfaction that Df. WeIZMANN’sS suggestion 
brings him into line with nearly all Jewish organisations 
throughout the world, to say nothing of American public 
opinion On nearly all sides, an extremely important con- 
sideration which needs no emphasising. Jewish organisations 
everywhere, whether Zionist or not, have urged the grant of 
tree. Jewish immigration: into Palestine. . And all have 
stressed the essential importance of the unfettered Jewish 
night of equal treatment in.such matters as the purchase of 
land, a right which Dr. WEIZMANN’S condition would, if 


conceded, implicitly safeguard. Zionists, of course, quite 
rightly stipulate for a Jewish State. They could not very 


well be Zionists and do otherwise. Some, with understand- | 


able impatience, stipulate for a Jewish State at once. But 
if Dr. WeizMann’s.confident calculation is correct, a wait of 
three to five years should not encourage serious opposition, 
and any intransigent hostility to a Jewish State or 
Commonwealth amongst a handful of Jews would vanish 
under the compelling logic of fact—the presence 
of a Jewish majority in the country. 

Dr. WEIZMANN’S time-limit may seem, in certain eyes, 
unduly sanguine and verging on the miraculous. But this 
view takes no account of the circumstances. There are, for 
one thing, large aggregations of “ displaced ” Jews rotting 
in concentration camps, nauseated at the bare idea of a 
return to the scene of the Nazi horrors or to countries now 
reeking with anti-Jewish feeling as a consequence of Nazi 
propaganda and perversion. They are longing to be “ repa- 
triated ” to their own land—into which they were promised 
by the British Government entry “as of right and not on 
sufferance.” And they have a profound belief that a British 
promise is worth more than the paper it is written on. It 
must further be borne in mind that experts everywhere 
are agreed that immigration is the greatest creator of 
opportunities for more immigrants., Granted the necessary 


immigration there is a plan, based on the brilliant success - 


of the Tennessee Valley reclamation scheme and endorsed 
by the scientists who carried into brilliant effect that 
remarkable work, which would create a positively hungry 
vacuum for immigration into Palestine. It would not only 
bring added prosperity for the Jews of that country, but 
an: advance undreamt of ‘in the Arab standard of living. 
And let us never forget that every spokesman of the Zionist 
Cause has insisted, and insisted sincerely, that nothing in 
a Jewish Palestine would ever detract one iota trom the 
individual Arab’s title to complete freedom and complete 
equality. | 

The essential, imperious factor in the situation is the 
catastrophic Jewish position. Four milhon Jews have 


perished at the hands of their enemies. Many thousands of 


others are “ stateless,’ and with not a foot of earth to. 


call theig national soil. All these hapless victims have been 
despoiled of their property, and any. attempt at restitution 
raises instantaneously an. overwhelming fever of Jew- 
hatred around them. They must be given a chance to 
rebuild their lives in the only land on earth which would 
joyfully receive them and help them on to their feet again 
and, above all, where they can féel at home. They cannot 
wait for the driblets of immigration certificates periodically 
tossed to them as a favour, with all the struggle and waste 
and diversion, of thought and energy that precedes their 
grant, and the endless heartburning of the unlucky ones 
compelled to wait on and wait again till their turn comes— 
if it does before the next pogrom. The time clamours.for 
immigration by way not of certificates but of unchallenge- 
able right. That established, all the questioning and differ- 
ences among Jews would disappear in due course. The 
Arabs would, no doubt, present the same resistance to the 
acceptance of Jewish immigration as they have always been 
led or nfisled into offering. It would then be a question 
on Which British respect, not only for her own essential 
interests but for her pledged word, her jealous regard for 
her honour, and her traditional support of great humani- 
tarian and liberal causes—those splendid aspects . of 
Britain’s character which, as Dr. WEIZMANN pointed out, 
give her the moral greatness which accounts for nine-tenths 
of her power—could be invoked and, we hope, not without 
success. Moreover, if Dumbarton Oaks and. San Francisco 
are to have any meaning at all,:in addition to Great Britain 
all the great Powers charged with defending the peace of 
the world would be concerned with inyplementing this solu- 
tion to a world problem. The Palestine problem looms 
large and formidable only when it is approachéd with the 
instruments of parochial or provincial solution. Engaged 
with the implements of a world solution for a worlé pro- 
blem, these insuperable difficulties sink into their right 
proportion, and the sheer reason of the Jewish national 
cause Makes clear the path which leads eventually to the 
Jewish ‘State. 


BRITAIN AND THE MIDDLE EAST 


THE increasing American suspicions of British policy in the 
Middle East,. to which attention has more than once been 
directed in these columns, are unpleasanily illustrated by a 
recent article in the old and very reputable New York Posr, 
an. extract from which we reprint in this issue-as typical of the 
critical American aititude in this respect... It tells us that 
“the idea of the Arab League had its origin in 1915, when 
the British decided that they wanted the Middle East.” When, 
in 1940, Erance collapsed—so runs its argument—Britain was 
able to force her to grant “ limited indépendence to Syria and 
the Lebanon and thereby ‘realise her ambition to become the 
single great power in the Arab world. And now, the Arab 
League, just formed, is expected to complete the process begun 
in 1915 and end all vestige of French control.” The League, 
says the writer, makes good sense for the British and for the 
effendi but not for the Arab people. We, in this country, 
accept, of course, the reiterated assertion-of the Government's 
complete disinierestedness in the areas concerned, but it would 
be childish not to admit that these clear repudiations are not 
taken at their face value by vast numbers in the United States, 
a country in which anti-British sentiment is always latent and 
easily stirred into positive activity. These critics cannot 
understand why Britain has so persistently encouraged’ the 
formation of the Arab League whose value to British interests 
is not, on the surface—or indeed anywhere else to the penetra- 
ting eye—discernible, and in this atmosphere of mystery all 
kinds of doubts of British good faith breed and multiply.

SOWING DRAGON’S TEETH 

Tuts attitude of profound apprehension over the present 

Even so staunch a supporter of the British Governmen a: 
Mr. S. S. Hammersley, the Conservative Member {[o, Fast 
Willesden in the late Parliament, in a letter in these columns 
this week, is constrained to point out that while the Necessity 
to subordinate everything to the defeat of Germany was under. 
stood, it cannot be agreed that “ subservience to that inchoate 
and fuliginous body, the Arab League, represents a construc: 
tive policy.” What was indicated by implication from the 
start ‘of these troubles is now beginning to be revealed in 
direct testimony concerning the true facts of the Situation 
As was anticipated not without apprehension by many who 
have Britain’s interests deeply at heart, the first versions of the 
troubles in the Levant, on which too much reliance was placed 
have proved to have been quite inadequate. This truth was 
made very plain in the New STATESMAN by a British office; y ho 
has been, as he says, intimately associated with the French forces 
in the Levant throughout the present troubles and whose letter 
we reprint this week. 


WELL-MEANING MISCHIEF-MAKERS 

CERTAINLY, though Britain was intent merely on doing the right 
thing in the Levant, she has gone the wrong way about jt 
and it does this country a grave disservice to hide the facts 
from the British people. What is called for is a frank and 
radical alteration in British methods in the Levant as largely 


instigated by that mischievous group of politicians, the «o- - 


called “ Arab set,” and furthermore, a complete reorientation 
of the British official attitude -to the situation in those 
countries. It is surely more important to British and indeed 
world interests to cultivate the friendship of our great ally 
France, now fast regaining her strength, than to put on an 
act of “fear and trembling” before the Arab League, soon 
and inevitably, to be debunked. In foreign relations. the peace 
of the world depends upon a realistic policy based on the 
facts and not on dangerous fictions created by a few British 
politicians bemused by Arab romanticism. This capital 
truth must be brought home to the British public. Let it be 
added that this a likelier method of removing international 
irritation than the one unhappily adopted by Professor Harold 
Laski in his recent effusion in the American press—-a choice of 
platform calculated to inflame suspicion rather than allay it. and 
as unlikely to help Anglo-American friendship as it is to 
encourage respect for him and his amongst official British 
circles. 


THE LONG PARLIAMENT 

Tue dissolution of this “ Long Parliament”. stors 
many memories and awakens many reflections. it has been an 
historic Parliament,. which, misled at first into 4 disastrous 
appeasement policy towards Germany, had, later on, the 
courage to pull up at the brink of disaster and, thereafter, to 
play a worthy and resolute part in the greatest struggle which 
has ever tested British fibre and ideals. It did more, for in 
these efforts, and amid a time of acute crisis, it preserved to 
the full its own hberties. and vindicated our democratic 
institutions.

There was the occasion when, led by the present Prime Minister 
and the late: Mr. Lloyd George, if asserted its. independence 
by scaling down the Government majority from somewhere about 
240 to a siender 89. 1n. the division on the infamous Palestine 
White Paper, with tts flagrant and fatuous disregard ol! 
British good faith and British long-term interests; Here and 
there, and irrespective of Parties, though naturally more com. 
mon on the right, the disease of anti-Semitism lurked. - But. 
against this phenomenon musi be set the splendid services to 
the Jewish cause rendered by such members as Tom Driberg and 
Miss Eleanor Rathbone, each speaking as and bearing the 
proud description of “ independent.” A special element of 
Jewish gratitude’ will attach to Mr. S. S, Hammersley, who, 
always a friend of Jewry and a courageous Zionist,’ inherited 
the duties shouldered with such devotion by the late Major 
Cazalet, and proved himself an outstanding champion of the 
Jewish national ideal, unsparing of his time and energies, and 


_hot unworthy to be remembered with that pure and dauntless 


soul, that finest product’ of the English Partiamentary doctrme 
and democracy—Josiah Wedgwood. The record of Jewish 
Members in the “ L6ng Parliament” has not been outstanding 
even in general affairs.

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AGUDISTS AND JEWISH 
COMMONWEALTH 


“Cannot Support it Yet” 


RABBI BLAU AT MANCHESTER 


Addressing a mecting of the Manchester Agudas 
Yisroe| Organisation at the Houldsworth Hall on 
Sunday, Raobi Moshe Biau, President of the Aguda 
in Palestine, said that the Agudas Yisroel did not 
decline to co-operate with other organisations, as 
long as they remajned in accord with the Laws of 
the Torah. 

He stressed the paramount importance of creating 
a Jewish Uniied Front and explained the lack of 
success at San Francisco by the fact that the Jews 
did not speak as a unified nation, The Agudists 
considered the ending of the White Paper as the 
first necessary step to make it possible for Jews to 
come into their own country. He deplored that 
the Jewish Agency did not co-operate with them 
in thes aim, which was also theirs 

But to the demand of a Jewish Commonwealth, 
said Rabbi Blau, the Aguda could not give their 
support until the relauonship between orthodox 
Jewry and the Commonwealth was defined and a 
Jewish public life in this State was assured. 

The Aguda, went on the speaker, was the only 
organisation in Eretz which had perfect continuity 
in their young members, while in all the other 
organisations the young members tended to go more 
and more to the Left. 

Rabbi Blau was welcomed by Mr, Godel Heilpern, 
who also reported on the ‘past year’s activities of 
the Manchester Aguda which, he said, had now a 
membership of 300, with sympathisers numbering 
many more. He spoke of their achievements in the 
care of evacuees from South England; and paid a 
tribute to Mr. J. Lébenstein for his secretarial 
work. Mr. Heilpern announced that orthodox Jewry 
would shortly be represented on the Central British 
Fund. They had collected £3,000 for Eretz Yisrael.

Leeds Presidential Message 


Mr. Alter M. Hurwitz, who was recently elected 
President of the United Hebrew Congregation, 
Leeds, has issued a communal message appealing 
for a practical revival of interest in Synagogue 
affairs. 

After referring to his predecessor, the late 
Mr. David Sandelson, as a man of. great 
personality and vision, who had a deep _under- 
standing of Jewish problems, Mr, Hurwitz 
continues: “It will be my aim to carry 
on where he left off, so as to make the Synagogue 
a centre whence shall radiate wide Jewish activity 
and influence. Parochialism must give way to the 
broader view in the conduct of Jewish affairs. 

“ Now, if never before, the duty to preserve the 
Synagogue and what it stands for has become not 
just a matter. of sentiment, but of life and death. 
In my humble view, it is the duty of every Jew, ir- 
respective of his degree of orthodoxy or conformity, 
at this critical juncture in our history, to maintain 
intact, at least in organised Jewish life, that Faith 
which has come down from our ancestors.”

Mr. Hurwitz was given a welcome, as new Presi- 
dent of the United Hebrew Congregation, at a meet- 
ing of members of the Moortown Synagogue.

NO ALTERNATIVE TO ZION 


In your last issue you were kind cnough to suggest 
that my recent ictic:s to THe Times concerning “ state- 
jess“ Ci prefer to call them “ Continental “") Jews in the 
camps served the purpose of drawing attention to the plight 
of these homeless wrecks of the torture camps That, 
indeed, was its sole purpose. The caption with which you 
headed your editorial comments and some of your remarks 
seem to interpret my suggestion of a larec “ sanatorium ” 
(not a Mauritius, please!) as a desire to find an alternative 
to Zion. Such an idea is based on a misunderstanding of 
my subject. I am concerned with the immediate rchabili- 
tation of the physical and mental crippics produced in the 
death-factories, and { maintain that it is a moral obligation 
of Great Britain and the United Nations to provide facili- 
ties for large-scale convalescence. If there ts any chance 
of establishing the “ recuperation resort " in Palestine $0 
much the better: but fic rehabilitation of the down-trodden 
must be taken.in hand immediately and at the first avail- 
able locaic—many of those who are not dying in unsatis- 

displaced persons camps are already roaming the 
highways of Europe in a most pitiful condition. The preva- 
lent Jewish mentality which resists any cffort at Jewish 
rehabilitation not directly associated with Palestine is rather 
perturbing. This attitude, pursued to its logical conclusion. 
was responsible for a reluctance. in some quarters, while 
the mass-murders were actually taking place, to undertake 
rescuc schemes that did not lead straight to Eretz: and is 
in line with the refusal of many “ Zionists’ t© care for 
the maintenance of AngloJewry, or to invest in the recon- 
struction of European Jewry. I submit that this ts gricy- 
ously misguided Zionism. Zion wants her children, hedithy 
and strong: and any forsaking of Jews in the body or 
spirit, wherever they may .be, represents a depreciation of 
Zion’s assets. They err equally who refuse to build Erctz 
Yisroel till the coming of Mashiach, as those who attempt 
to ignore Zion's dispersed children until the coming of 
the Jewish State —Rassi De.

PLIGHT OF HUNGARIANS IN BELSEN 


The following letter which we have just received from 
the Hungarian Jewish Committee at Bergen-Belsen will no 
doubt interest your readers: “ You have probably heard 
through Chaplain Elton. one of your executive membcrs 
and our patron here in Bergen, that there is a camp 
of about 3,000 people here in Bergen who afe survivors 
of Hungarian Jewry. I am writing to you in the name 
of this small Jewish colony from Hungary, brothers. We 
have gone through suffcrings which, believe us, no pen 
can describe and no man who has not lived through it, 
can believe. Most members of my small colony are still 
ill or at any rate weak, bearing the traces of * Ficck- 
Typhus.’ I wouk!t very much-like to get into touch with 
you because this family of 3,000 of mine is in need of 
spiritual sustenance Books, newspapers in Hebrew, 
German. Hungarian, and, of course, if you could furnish 
material aid as well, that would be appreciated. We arc 
very lonely here; as we ate regarded as being citizens of 
one of the vanquished powers. Chocolate, and swects for 
our sick, cigarettes for the men, all these things would 
be a ereat help jus: now, when we are emerging into 
life again. Do not misunderstand us, howtver. The main 
purpose of this letter is to extend a brotherly hand to 
you and not so much to request your aid.” The letter 
is signed “Dr. Andor Kiein, Chief Rabbi, leader of the 
Hungarian Jewish Commuiuttec.”” While the ereater prob- 
lem of the unsatisfactory Jewish position on the Continent 
will no doubt receive carly consideration on a _ higher 
level, support for these few thousand people would bec 
extremely urgent.

Jewish Cookery 


SFASONABLE FARE 


While broad beans are still young they cop be 
sliced and cooked like scarlet runners. They are 
extremely good cooked this way and 1 jb. ix ample 
for three people. Cut the ends of the pods ang 
also a thin strip down either side so that the strings 
are entirely removed; then with a sharp knife Slite 
the pod thinly, The beans can either be lef; whole 
or sliced with the pods. in boiling salted 
water till tender, then drain, reserving the water 
for soup. 

Any cold “ left-overs "’ are excellent in salad 

For Lunch or Supper. Mix the beans with 
parsley sauce and serve with scrambled eges ang 
mashed or new potatoes. Make the parsic, 
with half bean water and half milk. 


Curried Eggs with Fried Onions and Carrots 


Add 1 teaspoonful curry powder to 4 tablespoon. 
fuls dried egg and reconstitute weh 8 tablespoonfyls 
tepid water. When quite smootfi and free o! lumps 
add 2 tablespoonfuls milk and salt and pepper to 
taste. Melt a knob of cooking fat in a frying pan 
pour in the egg and cook gently, keeping it well 
stirred till just set and creamy. 

Serve on rounds of toast with a border of fried 
spring omons. Serve separately a dish of voung 
carrots coated with white sauce and sprinkled with 
chopped parsley. 


Steamed Herrings with Mustard Sauce 


Leave the herrings whole, remove heads, clean 
fish, Sprinkle with a few drops vinegar, and season 
with salt and pepper, Wrap in greaseproo! paper 
and steam 20-25 minutes, 

Mustard Sauce. Melt | oz. margarine, stir jn 
1 oz. flour, and gradually add 4 pt. milk and water 
and stir till boiling. Pour on to a rounded tea- 
spoonful mustard which has been mixed with | 
tablespoonful vinegar. Season with salt and pepne; 
and -reboil. If a more piquante sauce is liked, g 
little chopped pickle can be added. 


Herrings au Gratin 


Split about as many herrings as required and 
divide each into 2 fillets, put mto a greased, fire- 
proof dish in alternate layers with sliced boiled 
potatoes, Sprinkle each layer with salt. pepper and 
chopped spring onions. Put a layer of breadcrumbs 
mixed with grated cheese on top, dot with margarine 
and bake in a moderate oven 30-40 minutes

marketeer,”” and struck him on the eve. The 
Magistrate (Mr. F. O. Langley) remacked during 
the proceedings: “I think he (Kemp). was 
extremely aggressive. He had no business whatever 
to taunt a man for being a Jew. Why anyone 
should taunt a man for being a Jew I really dont 
understand.” Kentp was bound over and a cross- 
summons for assault against Segal was dismissed. 
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BALAK AND BALAAM. 
By AUNTIE | 


HE last stage of the journey of the Israelites 

from Egypt to the Promised Land is told. in 

this week's Sidra, The great and victorious army of 

Israel has struck fear into the heart of Balak, King 

of Moab, to whoce land the people are now march- 

ing. The King wonders how he can turn asidé this 
army, 

Balak was reputed to be a great magician and he 
had constructed an instrument, which looked like a 
bird, to be able to foretell the future. This bird, 
whose feet. body, and head were of gold, was 
placed by a window where the sun shone by-day and 
the moon by night, and there it remained for seven 
days. At the end the week, the bird was supposed 
to speak, but on the occasion of the. Israelite 
approach, legend says, a flame suddenly leaped up 
and burned the bird's wings, which greatly alarmed 
Balak, because he understood that he would be 
defeated. 

Balak therefore sent for Balaam, who was recog- 
nised as the prophet of the heathens. How great a 
contrast there was between Mosés, Isracl's prophet, 
and Balaam! Moses did all in his power to keep 
the people from sin, while Balaam actually was 
supposed to encourage his followers to do. every- 
thing that was wicked. Balak pointed out, through 
his messengers, to Balaam that it was as much-to 
his interest -as to the King of Moab’s own that 
Israel be cursed and he promised Balaam great 
rewards and high honours. 

Balaam hesttated before giving answer and said 
he would first find out. from God if he could go. 
But God forbade him and the messengers returned 
with that answer to Balak, who thereupon sent more 
ambassadors of higher rank than before. God, on 
this second occasion, did not put any hindrance in 
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Balaam'’s way and He said to him, “ Rise up, go 


with them, but only the word which I speak unto 
thee, that shah thou do.” 

When Balaam approached the Moabite border, he 
sent messengers to Balak, to announce his arrival, 
and Balak went to meet and greet him. . He led his 
guest into the imterior, taking pains to show him 
great multitudes of his people. Balaam bade the 
King erect seven altars upon the high slices of 
Baal, corresponding to the seven altars that had 
been erected by seven pious men since Adam—to 
wit, Adam, Abel, Noah, Abraham, tsaac, Jacob, 
and Moses, Balaam went up to the altars and began 
to speak. But God had said Isracl should not be 
cursed, and as the words came from the mouth of 
the false prophei, they were turned into a blessing, 
and he was obliged to say, “* How shall I curse those 
whom God blessed?" As a prophet Balaam had 
won. fame far abroad: monarchs sent for him to 
ask his help; but’ here he stood before the Moabite 
court, compelied by the King of Kings to declare 
the majesty. of the children of Israel, to prophesy 
their future greatness, and to bless them, “ How 
goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy dwellings, O 
Israel!"" When he let his eyes wander over the 
camp of Israel, and the multitude of their tents, he 
found himself compelled will-nilly to burst into 
praise of Israel. He added prophecies of the extent 
and importance of the Kingdom of Israel—“ He 
Shall root up the nations that are his adversaries, 
and shall break their bones in pieces There 
Shall step forth a star out of Jacob and a sceptre 
shall rise out of Israel.”’ 

And lo Balaam retired to his own home. and 
Balak was finally discomfited.

If you go to 
Teo Mave and Have Not, at the Warner, expecting to see 
a combination of Mrs. Siddons, Helen of Troy, and the 
Sphinx you will be disappointed. You will, however, sce 
a willowy blonde with an attractive appearance and a 
husky voice, owing something to Greta Garbo and some- 
thing to Mariene Dictrich, but also with something alt her 
own, who is better than merely a foil to Bogart in Heming- 
way's tough and exciting melodrama of plot and counterplot 
in Martinique under the Vichy French. But much of what 
she said 1 was unable to hear. 

Poor Ginger Rogers had the misfortune, while defending 
her honour, to push a gentieman through a window, and 
as a consequence received six ycats’ imprisonment for 
manslaughter. If you can swallow that, you will have no 
difficulty in accepting the proposition that the accommodating 
gaol authoritics allowed her a week's icave for Christmas.
